lf your car breaks down, please follow these simple rules: 

1. Pull off roadway. 

2. Place white cloth on radio antenna or car door facing traffic. 


At night, turn on car lights or hazard lights on newer Cars. Your plight 
will be discovered shortly. Since all Turnpike vehicles have two-way 
radios. an authorized Service Garage patrol can be alerted, if you so 
request. 
The following charges apply for emergency road service: 
1. Service call—$12.50. 
2. Towing (passenger cars only) from Turnpike to Authorized Service 
Garage or points between garage and Turnpike—$25.00. 
3. All charges for parts and labor are made between you and the garage. 
Credit arrangements are privately made, since garages are not 
obliged to accept personal checks. Should you prefer assistance 


from another source, Turnpike personnel will assist you in any way 
possible.

Turnpike Safety & Traffic Rules 


The Pennsylvania Turnpike strictly adheres to the national speed limit of 
55 miles per hour. Studies show that, at this speed, you save gasoline 
and money, and fewer serious accidents occur. 

For your safety and protection, Turnpike State Police patrols use both 
handheld and stationary radar units. Fines for speeding are expensive 
and range from: 


56-60 MPH $45.00 
65 MPH $55.00 
70 MPH $65.00 
75 MPH $75.00
